policy, tax aid for small business 
and price stabilization. 
Asserting that the cost of liv­ 
ing has increased in all but one 
of the last 19 months, the Demo­ 
crats said the GOP has d o n e 
nothing but raise interest rates 
and tighten the supply of money. 
While the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration “has excelled all others 
in our history in the num ber and 
length of piety of its lectures on 
public morality,” the Democrats 
nasd, “it has been rem arkably in­ 
different to the immoral robbery 
worked by w hat historians will 
call the Eisenhower inflation.” 
The council’s foreign policy and 
defense statem ent said the Re­ 
publican administration has un­ 
dertaken 
“ unilateral 
disarm a­ 
ment at the expense of our na­ 
tional security” despite Russia’s

Report of Cotton Bales Ginned Up to October 1 
Reveals Seven Boolheel Counties Were 202,448 
Bales Behind Similar Date For Crop of 1956 


The seven counties of the Boot- 
heel, as of Oct. 1, had ginned less 
than 10 percent of the amount of 
cotton that was ginned up to the 
similar date of 1956 according to 
an official report of cotton gin­ 
ning* just released. 
According to this report, up to 
Oct. 1 this year, only 20,705 bales 
of cotton—all grades—h a d been 
ginned as compared with 223.153 
bales up to the same date for the 
1956 cotton crop. 
This means the Boolheel coun­ 
ties were behind in their cash in­ 
come to the tune of $70,367,200. 
figured on an average per bale in­ 
come of $160 covering ail grades 
from the best to the poorest. 


However as t h e cotton crop, 
due to the h e a v y rains that forced 
late plantings in many fields, this 
figure should be improved by the 
time the last of the 1957 crop is 
finally ginned, according to cqtton 
growers’ in the area. 
Apparently there is a fairly gen­ 
eral opinion that this year’s cotton 
crop will be approximately fifty 
percent of that of 1956. There will 
be, of course, some farm s where 
the yield will be about equal to 
1956, but there a r e also many 
farm s where there will be no crop 
or only a partial one.

“Our first objective,” sa y s A PC A President Milton Reizen 
stein, “ is to have everyone understand the com plexity of air 
pollution control“. Contributors to the problem, he points 
out. include “the 
home-owner burning refuse or making 
improper use of fuels or combustion equipm ent; transporta­ 
tion equipment of all kinds as well as varied industrial pro­ 
cesses“. 
We think, however, that ( leaner Air Week might also be 
an excellent time to pay tribute to the enlightened, civic- 
spirited leaders of U S industry who are spending upwards 
of $120 million a year on equipment to prevent smoke, sm og 
or dust from polluting the atmosphere of plant c ities and 
towns. 
And we might doff our hats, too, to the engineering gen­ 
iuses who have made pollution-control a practical possibility, 
concerns who have spent years of time and millions in re­ 
search and development that the rest of us may breathe 
easier. 
In fact, it might be appropriate to mention a> a Cleaner 
Air Week announcement that it is no longer necessary, with 
modeffi electro-static precipators, for any industry of any 
sort to contaminate the air or offend the nostrils of its neigh­ 
bors. Smaller cities and towns may now* seek industry w ith­ 
out fear of the soot and dust and gases that once made manu­ 
facturing plants both unpopular and a health hazard— so 
long as the local authorities insist on up-to-date protective 
equipment. 
Thus it might appear that in 50 years the Air Pollution 
Control Association has all but worked itself out of a job. 
But, in spite of our technological victories over air pollu­ 
tion, control remains a highly individualized problem involv­ 
ing elaborate equipment that m ust be specially designed, en­ 
gineered and fabricated to meet the specific requirements of 
each installation. Cleaner Air Week is still a needed reminder 
for industrialists who are dilatory or careless or lacking in 
public spirit— and for homeowners who may not realize that 
smoky domestic furnaces and trash fires cause air pollution 
too.

tion equipment of all kinds as well as varied industrial pro­ 
cesses” . 
We think, however, that ('leaner Air Week might also be 
an excellent time to pay tribute to the enlightened, civic- 
spirited leaders of US industry who are spending upwards 
of $120 million a year on equipment to prevent smoke, smog 
or dust from polluting the atmosphere of plant cities and 
towns. 
And we might doff our hats, too, to the engineering gen­ 
iuses who have made pollution-control a practical possibility, 
concerns who have spent years of time and millions in re­ 
search and development that the rest of us may breathe 
easier. 
In fact, it might la* appropriate to mention a s a Cleaner 
Air Week announcement that it is no longer necessary, with 
mode ft i electro-static precipators, for a m industry of any 
sort to contaminate the air or offend the nostrils of its neigh­ 
bors. Smaller cities and towns may now seek industry with­ 
out fear of the soot and dust and gases that once made manu­ 
facturing plants both unpopular and a health hazard—so 
long as the local authorities insist on up-to-date protective 
equipment. 
Thus it might appear that in 50 years the Air Pollution 
Control Association has all hut worked itself out of a job. 
But, in s p i t e of our technological victories over air pollu­ 
tion, control remains a highly individualized problem involv 
ing elaborate equipment that must be specially designed, en­ 
gineered and fabricated to meet the specific requirements of 
each installation. Cleaner Air Week is still a needed reminder 
for industrialists who are dilatory or careless or lacking in 
public spirit— and for homeowners who may not realize that 
smoky domestic furnaces and trash fires cause air pollution 
too.
